A new appi-oach to Vulcan’s 
water problem was suggested at a 
town council meeting Monday 
evening by the water well drill¬ 
ing firm of Henning & Karl of 
Picture Butte. 

The suggestion was that the 
Picture Butte firm would, at their 
own expense, drill for water at a 
location or locations of their own 
choice and if they were successful 
in getting water of good quality 
and in large quantity the town 
would undertake to purchase water 
from the company at a price well 
below that at which the town Is 
now retailing water to house¬ 
holders. The town would also have 
the option at the end of a suggest¬ 
ed minimum period of about two 
years, of purchasing well or wells 
and pipeline at cost 

If the drilling company failed to 
strike water of good quality or in 
insufficient quantity, the town 
would be under no obligation. 

The firm has a good record of 
getting water at difficult locations 
and a special council meeting has 
been called for Wednesday evening 
to further discuss the proposition 
and possibly enter into an agree¬ 
ment with the drilling firm. 

Meanwhile, further information 
regarding the airport wells has 
been secured from the town’s en¬ 
gineers in Calgary and forwarded 
to Edmonton for study by the 
Water Branch of the Research 
Council of Alberta-

Clamp Down On Boating Violations 


Increased boating activity at 
Lake McGregor and at Travers 
Lake has led to closer supervision 
by the RCMP. Many warning 
tickets have been issued this year 
and one prosecution made against 
a boat owner who failed to heed 
a warning to comply with regula¬ 
tions regarding registration and 
boat equipment. 

Cpl. Les O'Brien, in charge of 
the Vulcan Detachment RCMP, 
passes along the following infor¬ 
mation as a guide to small boat 
owners. 

Any boat, inboard or outboard, 
with propelling power of 10 h.p. 
or more, must be licensed. There 
is no charge for the licence. Be¬ 
fore the boat is operated, the 
licence number issued must be 
marked in easily read block 
■characters not less than three 
inches in height on each bow of 
the boat. Failure to have the pro¬ 
per licence entails a fine of up 
to $100. 

Overloading is a common fault. 
A rought guide is: 10 ft. boat, 410 
lbs.; 12 ft. .575 lbs.; 14 ft., 740 lbs.; 
16 ft. 975 lbs 

Canadian Department of Trans¬ 
port approved equipment is re¬ 
quired in Canadian boats and here 
is what you must carry by law if 
your boat is not over 18 ft. in 
length; 

(a) One approved lifejacket or 
lifesaving cushion for each person 
on board. 

(b) Two oars and rowlocks or 
two paddles. 

(c) One bailer or manual pump. 

(d) If boat is equipped with in¬ 
board motor, permanent or built- 
in fuel tanks or a cooking or heat¬ 
ing appliance burning liquid or 
gas, you must carry one Class B1 
fire extinguisher. 

Another regulation that is being 
strongly enforced on all Alberta 
lakes is the requirement that a 
boat towing water skiers must 
have two persons aboard, one to 
operate the boat and one to watch 
the skier or skiers.

Section 18 of the Noxious Weeds Act states that 
every owner, lessee, tenant, occupant or other person 
having a beneficial interest in land shall: 

(a) prevent noxious weeds from growing on land, 

and, 

(b) comply with the provisions of this Act for 
the destruction of the weeds. 

Section 2 (h) Lands means: 

(i) lands owned or occupied or controlled by a 
person and 

(ii) where 

(a) a road, road allowance, highway, street, 
lane or stream is contiguous to such land, 
the land up to the centre line, or 

(b) a lake or body of water is contiguous to or 
included within such lands, the land up to 
the low water mark. 

No free chemical will be given out for the control 
of weeds on road allowance.
